(By The Associated Press) 
NEW ORLEANS (#)—A trop- 


ical hurricane roared inland today 
toward Soutnern Arkansas, after 
raking New Orleans with destruc- 
tive power that crushed buildings 
and flooded exposed areas of the 
Pontchartrain lakefront. 


The weather bureau in a 12:30 
p.m. (EST) advisory placed the 
storm’s center ZO miles northwest 
of New Orleans. It was moving 
northwestward at 15 miles per 
hour, with winds ranging from 80 
to 120 mph. 

The advisory said the disturb- 
ance probably would reach south- 
ern Arkansas by midnight, with 
hurricane- winds’ extending inland 
about 100 miles from the Gulf 
coast. 

Baton Rouge braced for the 
blow, and Acting Gov. Emile Ver- 
ret closed the capitol and _ sent 
home all state employes. 

Beats City 

The deceptive calm of the hur- 
ricane’s “eye”, which begdn in 
New Orleans at 9:40 a.m. (cen- 
tral time), ceased: at 11.a.m., and 
thundering winds up to 90 mph 
deat .the hapless city from the 
‘opposite direction. * Cold Frank 
Speiss ordere¢ all national guard 
units in New Orleans mobilized in 
Jackson barracks.’ b 

The entire gulf Coast, ‘trom Pen+ 
sacola westward, was raked by 
cyclonic winds. More than 1,000 
residents of Alabama fishing vil- 
lages racéd for high ground from 
coastal areas where two giant 
storms took hundreds of lives in 
1916. Water three feet deep was 
reported in the settlement of Her- 
on. 

Near Biloxi, Miss., stout timber 
piers were snapped like match- 
sticks and roofs were torn from 
many homes, A tide 10 feet_ above 
normal flooded residential vareas, 
and: gigantic waves ‘broke’ over the 
city’s $3,500,000 seawall, built’ 20 
years ago against storms. High- 
way 90 was impassable and was 
studded with stalled automobiles.

The steamship Empire State 

snapped its hawsers and reeled 
away from the Congress street 
wharf in New Orleans, but the 
master succeeded in reaching mid- 
stream and both anchors’ were 
dropped.

organized in 1903 and continued 
to serve the young people of the |

that time there was little state | 
aid for high schools and no coun- | 
ty aid.

conference took place between the 
members of the Upland and On- 
tario boards. After a general dis- 
cussion it was thought best to 
study the problem and to find out 
whether or not the Chaffey Col- 
lege trust fund would be avail- 
able in case the two districts unit- 
ed. In taking up the matter with 
the court it was learned that 
should the two districts unite the 
trust fund would be released to 
serve the educational interests of 
the union district. 
Form District 

It became the opinion of the 
boards and of many citizens con- 
sulted that it would be much bet- 
ter to have one large institution 
than two smaller ones. The form- 
ation of a proposed Chaffey Un- 
ion High school district was sub- 
mitted to the voters of Upland 
and Ontario in May, 1911, and the 
formation of the new district was 
authorized by a heavy vote in 
favor of the project. 

Successive generations of Chaf- 
fey students should be eternally 
grateful to the men who were re- 
sponsible for the formation of the 
Chaffey Union High school dis- 
trict. The leaders in this move- 
merit were Edward C. Harwood 
and Harry C. Kennedy, president 
and secretary of the Upland board;
